that the area of prohibition must be specified.

2. The numerical effluent quality requirements are
unreasonable fdr the proteétion of beneficial uses dﬁr-
ing the interim period prior to the elimination of the
discharge. Reasonable interim discharge requirements,
including any necessary limitation on the volume of

discharge, should be established by the regional board for
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IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the California Regional
Water Quality Control Board, San Francisco Bay Region, shall
revise the waste discharge requirements contained in Order
No. 71-74 in conformity with the-conclusions of thils -order.
